Claims in the Application. Claims 1-10 and 12-20 are active in this application. 
Reconsideration is respectfully requested. 

Examiner's Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. S 103(a) Over Kraglund In View Of Bronshtein. The 
Examiner has rejected Claims 1-4, 7-10, 12 and 14-20 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
anticipated by WO 97/22563 ^Kraglund') in view of U.S. Patent No. 4,617,045 {"Bronshtein"). 
This ground of rejection is traversed. 

The Examiner acknowledges that Kraglund fails to disclose the grain size of the correction 
materials. Nevertheless, the Examiner concludes that it would be obvious for one of skill in the 
art to optimize the grain size value of these materials within a range'of less than 20 mm since 
Kraglund discloses that the final product (i.e., the briquettes) have a "minimum dimension of at 
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
